house “from the inside out.” 


Based on aircraft principles, the house 


weighs only 8000 pounds, packs into cylinder 16 x 414 feet. A 
Wichita aircraft plant plans to begin mass production of 50,000 
such houses soon after January, 1947. 


It's air-conditioned, too, and if the 
owner gets restless at any time, he 
can pack up—house and everything 
—in two days and be on his way. 

If it is just the arrangement of 
rooms that bores him, the Fuller 
house offers a solution to that, also. 
He can just push the walls around 
and divide the house up almost any 
way he wishes. 

What it may lack in conventional 
appearance from the outside, it 
makes up in intriguing “ovolving 


shelves” in the partitions, closets 
that include plexi-glass-enclosed hat 
racks and have revolving doors, and 
the curved balcony around the liv- 
ing room, 

The house carries with it a 
unique service guarantee. If it gets 
out of order, the drain gets stopped 
up, or a rivet comes loose, just call 
on the Fuller service man. - 

Fuller houses are built to stand, 
and to resist everything from ter- 
mites to a 180-mile hurricane.

To maintain their original qual- 
ity eg¥5 should be properly stored. 
Keep them in a Clean, cool, dry, 
well-ventilated place. The te: er 
ature should never be above 60°F, 
and preferably around 45°F, Tem- 
perature also plays an important 
role in successful egg cookery. (A 
low oven heat gives a palatable,, 
tender product, which is easily di- 
gested. 


The home economists of the 
Consumer Section, Dominion De- 
partment of Agriculture, say thay 
left-over egg whites will keep for 
several days if tightly covered and 
stored in a cool place. However, 
never allow them to freeze. They 
may be used in sauces, icings, mer- 
ingue toppings, for pies and pud- 
dings, whips, souffles and angel 
food cake. Left-over egg -yolks 
may be hard cooked by dropping 
them into simmering. salted water 
for 15 minutes. They may then be 
sieved and added to sauces, French 
dressing or used to garnish a salad.

% cup raw spaghetti (1 inch 
pieces) 

3 tablespoons fat 

2 tablespoons all-purpose flour

2 tablesponns chopped onion 


1 cup canned tomatoes or tomato

Cook spaghetti in boiling salted 
‘weter and drain. Meanwhile make 
cream ‘Siuce of 1 tabfespoon fat, 
flour and milk. Add seasonings. 
Cook onion in 1 tablespoon fat un- 
til tender, but not brown. Add to- 
mato juice, garlic and chili powder. 
Cook until thick. Add to cream 


sauce. Place alternate layers of 
spaghetti, sauce and eggs in a 
greased two-quart casserole, 


Sprinkle top with ¢rumbs which 
have been mixed with the remain- 
ing tablespoon of fat, melted. Bake 
in a moderate oven, 850°F, for #0 
minutes, Six seryings. 


Savoury Sauce for Poached Eggs 


3 tablespoons fat 
1 small carrot, grated (about 4 
tablespoons) 
2 tablespoons onion, chopped 
1 bay leaf 
1 tablespoon flour 
14 cup water 
% cup sieved canned tomatoes or 
tomato juice 
1% teaspoon salt 
Dash of pepper 
Melt the fat, add the carrot, 
onion and bay leaf. Brown slight- 
ly. Add the flour and stir to make 
a smooth pastg. Then add the 
water and tomatoes or tomato juice 
and stir until thickeried, Add salt 
and pepper. Serve over poached 
eggs, or omelette, Six: servings.

Turn the rug upside down 
and apply the solution with a paint 
brush. Let it dry. _ 

Q. How can I remove yellow 
spots from old lace? c 

A. Either wet the lace and 
spread it where it will freeze, or 
wet it and spread it in a very hot 
sun. E‘ther method may require 
several days to bleach thoroughly, 
and it must be kept wet all the 
time.

to veterans starting their own busi- 


in the Belleville 
according to Mr. Everett 
Liddle, local veterans officer. 
Quoting the Minister of Veterans 
Mr. Liddle observed that 


cash loans up to $6,000 are provided 
for small businesses as a form of re- 
establishment assistance. This is not 
correct, he emphasized, ; 

“There are several forms of assist- | 
ance for veterans in business, but 
they do not include cash loans from 


the Department of Veterans’ Af- 
fairs,” the Minister has pointed out. 

“Veterans planning to start their 
own business have financial beginn- 
ing in their war service gratuities, 
they may have their re-establishment 
credits approved for purchase of a 
business or to buy tools and equip- 
ment and there is also an awaiting 
returns allowance.” 

The awaiting returns allowance is 
derigned especially for veterans in 
business, to assist them during the 
initial stages of their ventures, when 
income may not be sufficient to sup- 
port them and their families ade- 
quately. The allowance amounts up 
to $50 a month for a single man, 
with increases for dependents. A} 
married man with two children may | 
draw up to $94 a month.

COUNTY FOREST 


The County of Hastings has pur- 
chased a lot of 150 acres in Hunger- 
ford Township for the purpose of 
establishing a County Forest. This 
lot is located en the Tweed Highway, 
just south of Actinolite. 


Friday, April 5th, was planting 
day and 23,000. pine were planted. 
This was made up of around 20,00 
red pine and 3,000 white pine. 

The Hastings County Junior Farm 
ers gave their assitance to the Hast 
ings County Council in planting 
these trees. All Township Junior 
Farmer groups were represented and 
around fifty Junior Farmers were 
present to help with the planting of 
the first trees in the County Forest. 


Although “Friday's weather was 
anything but conducive toward fur- 
thering of. a tree planting spirit 
members of junior farmer organiza- 
tions were on hand early to lend 
their as*istance. Hungerford roac 
working gang with two teams cu! 
evenly spaced furrows in the sloping 
sandy soil, while “two-man” gangs 
followed setting the trees six feet a 
part. With trees set six feet each 
way an acre of ground will plant 
approximately 1,200 trees it was 
stated. Close setting of the trees wil) 
cause lower branches to die off as 
the trees attain their growth an¢ 
thus be of more value as commercial 
timber. 

The zone forestry representative 
stated that in approximately thirty 
years the trees planted Friday would 
begin to be of some commercial val- 
ue, while in about sixty years they 
could be used for lumber.

Fair of Stirling took active interest 
in the tree planting and was in 
charge of the 50 junior farmers who 
turned out to assist.

Hunger “at the Table” 


Famine is “inevitable” in Europe 
unless America and other large 
wheat-producing countries im- 
mediately ship all available food 
supplies. 

Reporting to the Emergency 
Food Conference in London on 
the results of a’ personal survey of 
Europe, Mr. Herbert Hoover, the 
Honorary Chairman of President 
Truman's Famine Emegency 
Committee, declared that “hunger 
sits at the table thrice daily in 
hundreds of millions of homes.” 


Price Rise In U.S. 


President Truman last week re- 
leased a report showing that con- 
sumer prices have increased “only 
3.4 percent” since the govern- 
ment’s “hold-he-line” order was 
issued three years ago. 

The report showed an overall 
increase of 31 percent in prices of 
consumer goods between August, 
1939 and February, 1946, as com- 
pared with a 108 percent increase 
during World War I inflation. 


Self Rule For Burma 


Britain will seek to promote full 
self-government in Burma by 
holding a general election as soon 
as possible an destablishing a min- 
isterial government.

Unchecked growth is the real 
secret of tender vegetables.. Crisp 
beets, carrots, beans, celery and si- 
milar things without stringiness or 
tough cores come from gardens 
where growth has been _ hurried 
along, unchecked by weeds or 
other neglect. Even if the weather 
is none too favorable, experienced 
gardeners can produce this sort of 
quality. 

First they keep the soil well cul- 
tivated, both to keep weeds elimin- 
ated and also to conserve moisture 
and encourage quick development 
in dry weather. They thin hose ve. 
getables which need spacing in or- 
der that there is proper, even and 
speedy development. They harvest 
vegetables when they are at their 


__best, just the right size for eating 


and before they start to harden and 
mature, 
Plant Often 

But that is not all. They keep a 
fresh supply coming on all through 
the season by making plantings ten 
days to two weeks apart right up 
to the Ist of July. It is the greatest 
mistake, old gardeners point out, 
to sow all seed on a single after- 
noon. Carrots, beans, beets and 


many other vegetables can be plant- 
ed successfully over a period . -of 
from three weeks, to eight weeks 
in almost every part of Canada, If 


strung out in this way, the harvest 
is extended equally at the other 
end. To extend the season still fur. 
ther one can use early, medium and 
late varieties. Nowadays a few days 
of feasting on fresh peas or corn is 
not enough, one can have that sort 
of luxury for weeks on ‘end.

Garden Notes

Flowers For Show 


A really wonderful showing can 
be made with a few annual flowers 
and with very little effort. Cosmos, 
giant marigolds, zinnias, petunias, 
portulaca, nicotine, alyssum, are 
easily grown almost anywhere io 
Canada. Some of the larger flowers 
like cosmos and marigolds and 
nicotine can actually be used in 
the place of shrubs. Seeds should 
be started early and in finely pre- 
pared sof Plants are transplanted 
to permanent quarters when they 
are well established with several 
sets of leaves. Some time can be 
saved by buying ready-started bed- 
ding plants. For husky growth. tall 
cosmos, gladiolus, dahlias, giant 
marigolds and zinnias should have 
about two feet each way. Petunias, 
pasturtiums, medium marigolds, 
need about a foot apart for best 
results— smaller things like alys- 
sum require six inches each way 


Give Them Room 

After the first garden is planted 

the next major job is thinning and 
spacing. This is most important 
\ and applies to either flowers oF 
vegetables. Crowded flowers will 
grow thin and spindly, will not 
bloom freely and the biggest 
plants will topple over in the first 
storm. They should have hali as 
much room between as they grow 
tail, This means about 4 or 5 in- 
ches for things like nasturtiums, 
less for alyssum, much more for 
tall marigolds, cosmos or spider 
plants. 

With vegetables— leaf lettuce, 
carrots, beets— a couple of inches 
between plants is sufficient. Beans 
and peas should have 4 to 6 inches 
between plants, and as all the seed 
usually germinates it should be 
planted to about this far apart. 
Rows should be from 15 inches to 
2 feet apart. Corn is usually plant- 
ed 3 to 6 seeds to a bill, about 18 


inches apart each way or rows ¢ 
to 3 feet apart.

Servicemen’s Pay Raised
